ILLINOIS Is A GREAT SHIP. 


Report of Board of Inspection on 
the Recent. Trial. 


Washington, July 1.—The official report 
of the board of inspection on the recent 
trial performance of: the battleship IIlI- 
nois has been received at the navy de- 
partment. The run of ‘sixty-six miles 
was made in three hours 48 minutes and 
46 seconds, and with tidal corrections the 
true mean speeg shown was 17.449 miles 
per hour. The run was made practically 
on an even keel. At its close the helm 
was thrown hard astarboard and the ves- 
sel made a complete turn in three min- 
utes and eight seconds within a circle 
of 300 yards diameter. A turn to port 
was made in three minutes and ten sec- 
onds. 

The board reports that the vessel is 
strong and well built, and that the work- 
manship is in strict conformity with the 
contract.

The 
boilers were found to be in excellent 
condition, only one tube leaking slightly 
and needing repair. The board states 
that the steering and maneuvering qual- 
ities of the vessel are admirable and 
that she is free from structural vibra- 
tion.

Berlin, July 1.—Nothing is known in 
German official circles regarding the news 
from Shanghai to the effect that Kdi 
Fong Fu, in the province of Ho-Nan is 
to become the Chinese capital.

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THE PLANT WILL SUPPLE 
20,000 OILY HORSE POWER 


Plans for Erection of Dam, Enlarg- 
ing River Into Lake, Build- 
ing of Park and Car Line 
Now Complete. 


Atlanta is soon to have a new industry 
which, when cornpleted, will involve tie 
expeniiture of northern and local capita! 
amourting to $1,000,000, or more, and 
which will mean more industrially than 
any single ylant in this section of the 
state. Its effect will be far-reaching, and 
it will practically revolutionize manufac- 
turing conditions in and around Atlanta. 

The new plant will bo the realization of 
a plan which has long proved attractive 
to capitalists in this and other sections— 
the harnessing cf the Chattahcocheée river 
et a point about four miles from Bolton 
ty means of a dam with a forty-foot fall 
ord the erection of a splendid plant which 
will supply the manvfacturers of Atlant. 
with a maximum capacity of 20,000 horse 
power in electricity. 

Such in brief is the mere outline of tha 
plan which has now reached practical 
fruition. What it means to Atlanta can 
be seen at a glance, when one takes into 
consideration the number of manufactur- 
ing concerns in the city and the greatly 
reduced rates at which such a plant would 
te able to supply power. 

The new electrical plant will be located 
about eight miles from the center of the 
city, or, as has beer stated, about feur 
miles from Bolton, at a point which com- 
petent experts from the north claim to 
be an ideal location. . : 

A construction company composed of 
nerthern cepitalsts and a few Atlanta 
men, who have uniimited money at their 
command, has been formed, and a tract 
of land which cost $160,000, or more, has 
been purchased frcm James Swann, A. E. 
‘Thornton and others. An expert engineer 
thas been entpleved and work fn develop- 
ing the property will begin at an early 
Jate. Once it is begun, progress will be 
rapid. Work will be pushed with the ut- 
most speed. 

A Seven-Mile Lake. 

The parties interested in the movement 
have long looked upon Atlanta as an tdeal 
location near which to erect such a plant. 
To this end they paid several visits to 
the recently completed power plant at 
Columbus. and the local plant will be in 
every wav more modern, with a dally 
horse power fully as large. 

rhe present plan is to build a dam with 
a forty-foot fall, which will haye 4 
maximum daily -apacity of six to eight 
theusand horse power, and which, by the 
use of storage batteries, can be augment- 
ed to 20,000 horse power. This power will 
be transmitted to hundreds of manufac- 
turing concerne in the city at a cost far 
less than that they are now compelled 
to pay. 

In order to obtain a sufficient flow of 
water. the body of the river will be e- 
larzed. and the huge forty-foot dam will 
mark one extreme of a magnificent lake 
which will extend filly seven miles in the 
opposite direction, and will be two or 
three miles in, width. 

Aside from its utilitarian aspects, the 
erection of the plant will mean the im- 
proveirent and beautifying of an enor- 
mous tract of lend which will add greatly 
tc the value and attractiveness of the 
adjoining country. 

It is planned to build near the lake a 
beautiful park which will prove by all 
céds the most attractive suburban resort 
within many miles of Atlanta. 

Access to the park will be had,by a 
splendidly equipped, double treck electric 
line which will be overated by the com- 
pany owning the plant, and which will 
run a regular schedule from the center of 
the city. 

Atlanta Men Interested. 

While the bulk of the money invested 
in the new enterprise will come from the 
north. several well-known Atlanta men 
ere interested in the venture. Although 
all plans are now complete, none of the 
interested parties care to have their 
names mentioned in the matter. A meet- 
ing of well-known Atlarta capitalists 
was held yesterday afternoon at the 
Fourth National bank, in which the mat- 
ter was finally gone over and all detalis 
definitely settled. 

Work on the plant will be begun at a 
very early dete.

WORKING ON CONSCLIDATION 


Savannah, Florida and Western 
Takes in Other Lines. 


Savannah, Ga.; July 1.—(Special.)—The 
stockholders of the Savannah, Florida 
and Western Railway Company met this 
morning and ratified the agreement 
whereby certain of the railroads com- 
prised in the Plant system were to be 
merged and consolidated under the char- 
ter of the Savannah, Florida and Western 
Railway Company. At a meeting of the 
stockholders held several days ago in 
Savannah it had been agreed to au- 
thorize the issue of additional stock on 
the Savannah, Florida and Western. 
President R. G. Erwin, of the Plant sys- 
tem, presided and much of the stock was 
represented by proxy. A resolution to 
adopt the agreement for the consolida- 
tion of the properties was adopted and 
after a meeting of the stockholders in 
Savannah July 8th there will be no fur- 
ther legal stops to be taken for the com- 
pletion of the plan of consolidation. On 
that occasion the fingl and definite action 
of consolidation will be taken. Under the 
charter of the Savannah, Florida and 
Western there will be consolidated with 
that road the Charleston and Savannah, 
the Brunswick and Western, the Alabama 
Midland, the Silver Springs, Ocala and 
Gulf and the Tampa and Thonotosassa. 
The Plant system owns the stock of all 
the roads and a simple issue of stock 
by the Savannah, Florida and Western 
to take up that of the other companies 
was all that was needed for financing the 
plan. An application for a charter for 
the Savannah, Florida and Western 
Railway Company has been filed in South 
Carolina. The law of that state demands 
that each company doing business within 
its boundaries must have a charter grant- 
éd by the state. 

All the roads comprised in the Plant 
system are not to be consolidated with 
the Savannah, Florida and Western. 
Those left out are the St. James and 
Lake Eustis, the Green Pond, Walter- 
boro and Western, the Abbeville Southern 
and the Winston and Bone Valley. Meet- 
ings of the several lines comprised in the 
consolidation plan were held yesterday 
at their headquarters, when the articles 
of agreement adopted by the stockholders 
of the Savannah, Florida and Western 
were also adopted by their stockholders. 
The. meeting of the Charleston and Sa- 
vannah was held at Charleston, of the 
Brunswick and Western at Brunswick, 
of the Alabama’ Midland at Montgomery, 
of the Silver Springs, Ocala and Gulf at 
Silver Springs, and of the Tampa and 
Thonotosassa at Tampa. To effect the 
consolidation an issue of 156,671 shares of 
capital stock of the Savannah, Florida 
and Western, each at the par value of 
$100, has been authorized. Of this 125,000 
shares will be preferred stock without 
voting power and the remainder will be 
30,671 shares of common stock with full 
voting power. The extra issue is designed 
to take the place of the. stock of the 
companies consolidated with the Savan- 
nah, Florida and Western.

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| BLIND TIGERS NOT TROUBLED | 


Grand Juries Decline To Return Any 
Indictments. 


CONVICTIONS ARE IMPOSSIBLE 


Five Hundred Places in Charleston 
Sell Whisky, Wine and 


Charleston, 8. C., July 1.—(Special.)— 
The action of the grand jury in refusing 
to return a true bill against local dealers 
charged with violating the dispensary 
law has practically guaranteed the blind 
tigers of Charleston against uble of 
any kind and will allow the tigers 
to operate without fear of being 
punished. Nearly one hundred cases were 
presented to the grand jury and only one | 
true bill was returned. This was the first 
of the kind rendered within the past four 
years. The feeling here is s0 overwhelm- 
ingly opposed to the law that it has been 
impossible to convict and the courts are 
powerless to break up the unlawful traf- 
fic. 

According to careful ‘estimates, there 
are more than five hundred places in ‘this 
city where liquor is sold. This list in- 
cludes the more elaborate bars, the cor- 
ner shops and dives and the grocery es- 
tablishments which supply customers 
with liquor in the bulk. Dealers have 
been raided time and again and the only 
punishment is the loss of the beer and 
liquor seized. The conditions have be- 
come such that it is useless to make out 
cases against the dealers, as the juries 
will fail to convict. 

Where Charleston suffers most is fn the: 
Joss of revenues. The blind tigers supply 
four-fifths of the liquor used and only a 
small part of this is bought first from 
dispensaries. The tigers have been urged 
to buy their stock from the dispensary, 
for in this way the city would be directly 
benefited, as it receftves a big share of 
dispensary profits. Wholesale blind ti- 
gers, however, keep the retailers supplied 
with a stock sold at a rate cheaper than 
the dispensary, and while the tigers are 
allowed to thrive the city gets practically 
nothing from the business. 

Since the last term of court the tigers 
have become bolder and there is no tell- 
ing to what extent the illegal business 
will grow before, the opening of the expo- 
sition in December. 


TESTING VALIDITY SF VOTE. 


Supreme Court of South Carolina To 
Have a Special Sitting. 

Charleston, S. C., July 1.—(Special.)—A 
petition has been submitted to the state 
Supreme court by the city council of 
Charleston, requesting a special sitting of 
the court to d. ermine the validity of the 
recent vote on the constitutional amend- 
ment, by which the city was allowed to 
increase its bonded debt to build a water 
works system. There was a clerical error 


raised that this vitiated the vote. Since 
the decision of the supreme court in the 
case of Pieper against the city council, 
which held that council could not make 
& water contract extending into another 
administration, the plan for securing a 
water supply from Goose creek has been 
killed. Council has already prepared a 
contract with the American Pipe Compa- 
ny, of Philadelphia, by which the latter 
had agreed to build the water system, 
the city to pay $42,000 annually for public 
purposes. -This contract is now off. It is 
stated by council that no other plan is 
before that body at present looking to 
another water contract and there is no 
hope of securing the much needed sys- 
tem. This condition is demoralizing and 
has had a depressing effect on business 
generally. According to the statement of 
those in authority, the petition referred 
to was submitted to the supreme court at 
the request of the city of Florence, which 
is working on a water supply © contract. 


SURRENDERS AND GIVES BOND. 


Former, Cashier Charged with Em- 
bezzling Declines To Talk. 

Birmingham, Ala., July 1.—(Special.)— 
Burgess Littla, formerly cashier of the 
Shelby County bank at Montevallo, who 
is charged with having embezzled $10,000 
from the bank, surrendered-to the sheriff 
of this county today and secured his re- 
lease on a bond of $1,000. He refused to 
make any statement regarding the charge 
further than to say he surrendered of Y's 
own accord. The bank from which he 
is charged with having secured the 
money was capitalized at $25,000 and 
Closed its doors May 7th. When the 
doors of the institution were closed only 
a few dollars were in the vault for dis- 
tribution among the depositors. ‘ 

The case has attracted much attention 
since the suspension of the bank and 
suits have been filed declaring the presi- 
dent of the institution, William Walker, 
in partnership with Little. 

The bond of $1,000 placed by Judge 
Coleman was quickly given and the re- 
lease of the prisoner secured. His pre- 
liminary trial will occur next month.

Chinese Prefer Our Cotton. 


Treasury Report: The growing popu- 
larity of American cotton goods in China 
is evidenced by- figures contained in the 
reports on the foreign trade of China for 
the year 1900, a copy of which recently has 
been received at the treasury bureau of 
statistics. The report opens with a dis- 
cussion of the wonderful expansion of 
China's foreign trade, and after comment- 
ing upon the interruption of, this‘growth 
due to the unsettled conditions in the lat- 
ter half of 1900, summarizes the principal 
features of the trade as follows: 

“With few exceptions the trade in cot- 
ton piece goods has remained practically 
stationary, and a few items even have 
fallen off. The exceptions are American 
drills, jeans and sheetings, which show a 
strong advance, and cotton flannel, prin- 
cipally American, and cotton lastings, 
which evidently are increasing in favor. 

“‘As regards heavy cotton goods, the ex- 
pansjon in American manufactures at the 
expense of British is nawiral and must 
be expected to continue. Proximity to 
China, cheaper freights, and the evident 
advantage of using indigenous cotton are 
all factors which will contritste to the 
expansion of the American trade. 

“The imports into China have increased 
steadily and rapdly in the decade. This 

rowth is the more remarkable when it 
$s remembered that American goods, for 
the most part, reach China at the port 
of Shanghai and thence are redistributed 
through the ports of Newchwang, Tien 
Tsin and Chefoo, in the ‘section most 
largely affected by the recent troubles. 
These three ports sustained a loss of 
more than 50 per cent in ther 1900 import 
trade, as against a loss of only about 20 
per cent for China as a whole. 

‘“‘An idea as to the future of American 
cotton goods in the markets of China, 
with the restoration of normal conditions, 
may be obtained by the citation of a few 
representative items in this line of manu- 
factures. In 189% the importation of Amer- 
ican drills into China amounted to 518,402 
pieces; in 1899, to 1,626,107 pieces. Of Amer- 
ican sheetings the imports into China in 
1895 amounted to 762,09 pieces; in 1899, to 
3,975,908 pieces. Of American jeans the im- 
0rts in 1895 were 21,798 pieces; in 1899 126,- 
08 pleces, and in 1900 137,366 pieces. Of 
the cotton drills imported into China in 
1900, amounting to 1,024,684 pleces, 806,892 
pleces were American, and of the cotton 
sheetings mg fF - Ya aggregating 2,- 
962,875 pieces, 2,312,4 sp ae ne were Ameri- 
can—the proportion of American in each 
case being in 1900 about 80 r cent, as 
against 70 per cent of the drills and 55 
per cent of the sheetings imported in 1895. 

China has somewhat decreased her im- 
portations of kerosene oil since 1898; those 
of the American ane 50,084,015 alions in 
1898, 40,724,989 gallons in 1899, and 34,447,112 
gallons in 1900: of Russian 19, 926,246 gallons 

1898, 35,695,116 gallons in 1899. and 32,- 
708.767 gallons in 1900; and of Sumatran, 
26,871.865 gallons in 1898, 11,993,202 gallons 
in 1899 and 16,424,165 gallons in 1900.

Richmond, Va., July: 1.—(Special.)—The 
constitutional convention was in session 
only twenty minutes today and there 
were only fifty-one members present—just 
one more than a quorum. The heat in 
the hall was almost unbearable, notwith- 
standing there were plenty of electric 
fans and the place was not overcrowded. 

Many members who have heretofore op- 
posed the taking of a recess until the 
fall of the year were ready to admit 
that it might be wel] to adjourn till 
cooler weather comes. It is probable the 
motion to take a recess until the fall 
will be renewed tomorrow, and if the 
weather should be as it has been today, 
the chances are fn its favor. Seven mem- 
bers are kept away by sickness. 

One of the most interesting resolutions 
offered today, and one over which there 
will be a pig fieht, was that of Mr. 
Pollard, of Richmond, striking the word 
“Christian” ‘out of the bill of rights 
where it is declared to be the duty of 
all to practice Christian forbearance, love 
and charity. This is done for the sake of 
the feeling of the Jews. Mr. Pollard, ex- 
plaining his resolution tonight, said: 


“I am surprised to find that some 
Christians are so intensely opposed to 
the proposed change. I do not believe 
that Christianity needs any special recog- 
nition in law, nor do 4 believe that it is 
fair to the large proportion of our citi- 
zens who are not Christians to use in our 
laws any word which, to them, has a 
sectarian meaning. I am sure I should 
object if it were proposed to insert that 
we should pfactice ‘Jewish’ charity to- 
ward each other. Yet the Jews exercise 
the most unselfish charity. I am unwill- 
ing to see in our fundamental la4w any 
word or expression which has a sefn- 
blance of a discrimination against the 
religion of any ¢Cttizeri.”’

House of Detention for Children. 


Philadelphia Inquirer: One of the prob- 
lems in sociology is the treatment of chil- 
dren who offend against the laws. To 
vlace them: in the dock’ with hardened 
criminals, to bring them before crowded 
courtrooms, to send them to jail with con- 
victs, this is in many cases to encompass 
their ruin. 

In the year 1900 five hundred boys and 
girls between the ages of six and sixteen 
were committed to the county prison of 
Philadelphia. The charges against them 
included larceny, embezzlement, incorri- 
gibility, running away from home, mali- 
cious mischief, assault and battery, bur- 
giary, house robbery, and cruelty to ani- 
mals. There was one case of homicide 
and several cases of assault and bat- 
tery. 

In some other cities, notably Boston 
and Chicago, what is known as a juvenile 
court has been tried, for the special pur- 
pose of dealing with children. Our own 
legislature has passed a law based upon 
the experience obtained in Massachusetts 
and Iliinois. Our Pennsylvania law pro- 
vides for no extra judges, but for special 
sessions which shall be under the jurisdic- 
tion of judges already on the begch. Tige 
idea is to take the little offenders away 
from the surroundings of the criminal 
courts and to judge their cases in private, 
The theory is that first offenders, if prop- | 
erly handled, may be reclaimed, if, in- 
stead of sending them to jail, they are 

placed under the survelllance of officers 
appointed for that purpose, and are made { 
to understand that their .uture depends 
wholly upon themselves. 

As a supplement to the juvenile court 
act, Pe an ae has been enacted provid- 
ing for the establishment, not only in 
Philadelphia, but in the second-class cities 
of Pittsburg, Allegheny and Scranton, of 
houses of detention for the reception of 
untried juvenile offenders and neglected 
and dependent children under the age of 
sixteen who may be in the custody of an 
officer pending judicial investigation. It 
is intended that not more than twenty- 
five children shall be collected in one 
house, and that as far as possible they 
shall be given separate rooms. They are 
to be under the general supervision of a 
board of managers, to serve without pay, 
two of whom shall be women and three 
men, all five to be: appointed by the 
judges. 

There ts no doubt in the world that 
criminals are frequently made out of boys 
and girls of tender age who offend for the 
first time, and who are harshly treated 
under the strict letter of the law. This 
new legislation affords an opportunity for 
handling these small offenders in a differ- 
ent manner. —

Lexington. Ky., July 1.—(Special. )—The 
fact that Henry E. Youtsey,- convicted 
of conspiracy in the plot which resulted 
in the assassination of Governor William 
Goebel, in. Frankfort, January, 1899, has 
been put to shoveling coal into the fur- 
naces at the Frankfort penitentiary fol- 
lowing closely after the action of Jailer 
Lawrence, of Franklin county, in taking 
Powers and Howard from thetr comfort- 
able berths on the third floor and con- 
fining them with the ,other prisoners: 
has caused the republicans here to cry 
persecution. Youtsey, a few days ago, 
posed for a local photographer without 
asking permission of Warden Lillard. 
This act was an offense against the 
prison regulations, and in order to punish 
him he was put at the furnaces with the 
negroes where he must stand for hours 
during the day shoveling coal into the 
big engines which furnish power to the 
state prison.. The work is probably the 
most severe in connection with prison 
life, and at this season of the year the

‘Amalgamated Association Ready. 


To Give Battle to’ Grea 
Ste Trust 


ENISTENCE OF UNION 
DEPENDS ON RESULT 


‘Trouble Is Not Over a Question of 
Wages, but Over Recognition 
of Union—Real Battle Will 
Not Begin for the 
Present. 


Pittsburg, Pa., July 1.—As a result of 
the refusal of the representatives of the 
American Steel Sheet Company and the 
American Steel Hoop Company, subsid- 
lary companies of the great United 
Btates Steel corporation, to sign the 
workers’ new scale at Saturday’s confer- 
ence, circulars were sent out from the 
national headquarters of the Amalga- 
mated Association of Iron,-Steel and Tin 
Workers yesterday and today declaring 
& strike at all the plants of the two com- 
bines. The great strike is now on, but it 
will be several days before its actual ex- 
tent is known.. At the outset, however, 
over 35,000 men will be involved. 

What the strike just inaugurated may 
eventually lead to is problematical. 
Three months ago, when a strike oc- 
curred in the wood plant of the American 
Steel Company at McKeesport, because 
the company refused to allow its men to 
become members of the Amalgamated 
Agssociation,. President Shaffer threaten- 
ed if the McKeesport strikers could not 
win of their own strength he would order 
@ strike in every plant of,the company. 
If the latter would not Wa he would 
then Gall out the union men in every 
plant of the United States Steel corpora- 
tion. Such a course’ would now end in 
the biggest strike the country has ever 
Been, involving several hundred thousand 
men. 

When Real Battle Begins. 

For the first few weeks the situation 
will not show the strength of the associa- 
tion. Almost all the plants of the com- 
pany, union and non-union. will be com- 
pelled to shut down during the early 
part of July to give the men a rest. 
They have been working steadily since 
the first of the year, many of them with- 
out a week’s cessation. Union and non- 
union alike, they are demanding a short 
vacation and the prediction is made that 
the companies will be unable to keep 
any one at work for two or three weeks 
after tomorrow. The heat is intense and 
the men, one vice president said today, 
are almost in a state of revolt. 

t would be after, perhaps, the Ist of 
August when the combine makes a seri- 
ous attempt to start up in full, that the 
real battle will begin it no settlement has 
been reached at that time. The company 
cannot well delay operations longer than 
that on account ofsthe present flood of 
orders. In fact,. the urgent orders now 
on the books can scarcely wait through 
July. Thus the association has almost a 
month more to prepare for the coming 
struggle. It is the boast of the Amalga- 
mated Association officials that by that 
time they will control 80 per cent of the 
capacity of the combine’s plants. 

Gradually the plans of President Shaf- 
fer, of the Amalgamated Association, are 
being uncovered. Since the trouble in 
the wood mills in McKeesport a few 
months ago the Amalgamated Associa- 
tion has been actively engaged in break- 
ing up the present arrangement of the 
combine in operating parts of their 
plants with non-union men and_ the 
others with union men. Mr. Shaffer says 
that if this is not checked the life of the 
Amalgamated Association is threatened, 
for the combine will always work their 
union’ mills last and the union men will 
be sufferers by this discrimination. 

To Scare Steel Combine. 


It is believed by the Amalgamated As- 
sociation that the promptness with which 
the sheet steel combine came to their 
terms in the McKeesport trouble and al- 
lowed the union to exist in that plant 
would prove a boon to further aggressive 
action on the part of the organized 
workmen. Taking advantage of the new 
United States Steel corporation as the 
present head of all the other combines 
with which the Amalgamated Associa- 
tion had to deal it was felt that a threat- 
ened strike of all the union men in ail 
branches of the steel business would so 
frighten the combine officials that they 
would give in and allow every one of the 
tion-union plants to be unionized.

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POLITICAL REFORM 


FIRST 


Social and Economic Questicns Are 
Secondary, Says Lentz. 


CALLS MACHINES CRIMINAL 


Declares They Are Ready To Commit 
Any Crime To Secure 
Preferment. 


Detroit, July 1—The morning session of 
the National Social and Political con- 
ference was better attended than any 
preceding one. Ex-Congressman John J. 
Lentz, of Ohio, was the first speaker, dis- 
cussing “Should Political Reforms Pre- 
cede Social and Economic Reform.” 

Mr. Lentz said: 

“Political reform must precede social 


and economic reforms, for political par- 
ties are organizations as reform forces. 
With the machines of each party ready 
to commit any crime to secure prefer- 
ment and power, there ig no hope to se- 
Cure any reform from them. We must 
educate the masses.”’ 

Mr. Lentz also contended for govern- 
ment ownership of the telegraph and tel- 
ephone lines and municipal ownership of 
ail public utilities. 

“Are Political Parties Necessary or Are 
They Obstacles to Progress?” was dis- 
cussed by Mayor Jones, of Toledo. He 
took a strong. stand against all political 
parties and political conventions. 

“Can Reform Be Gained Through the 
Parties?’’ was the next topic, and was 
discussed by J. B. Howarth, of Detroit, 
business partner fo the late ex-Governor 
Pingree, who was to have read a paper 
on this subject; Hon, George Fred Wil- 
liams, of Massachusetts: ‘ i” © 
chairman of the national committee 
middle-of-road populists, of Louisville; 
R. 8S. Thompson, Springtield, O.: Fred E. 
Briston, Detroit, and Seymour Steadman, 
chairman of the board of social demo- 
crats. 
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ganization the two branches of the 
United States Steel corporation. The 
scale for the American Tin Plate Com- 
pany, also a part of the great corpora- 
tion, has been signed. It is said, how- 
ever, that in case the struggle continues 
the Amalgamated officials have the pow- 
er to call out these tin plate workers as 
& means of defense agaiiist the parent 
corporation, which they hold responsible 
for all disagreements. The strike now 
threatened in the bar mills, following so 
closely upon that of the sheet mills, has 
therefore a most serious aspect and may 
spread to enormous proportions. Indeed, 
in some circlos it is predicted that the 
gigantic struggle that has been talked of 
since the organization of the United 
States Steel corporation was formed, is 
on the eve of breaking out and that it js 
coming much sooner than many believed 
was probable. 

The position that the greater combine 
is placed in practically frees the indepen- 
dent plants from complicity in the bat- 
tle. The fight ts not for wages, but for 
organization. Either the Amalgamated 
Association must bow to the will of the 
greater combine or else the greater com- 
bine will have to give up its non-union 
mills. 


~ May Adjust Trouble. 


Added interest was given the strike sit- 
uation today when it became known that 
the two mills in dispute which were the 
cause of disagreement between the Amal- 
gamated Association and the American 
Sheet Steel Company, were claimed by 
both .parties. These mills are the Old 
Meadows at Scottdale and the Saltsburg 
mill. 

The sheet atuet officials appeared to 
have a trifle the better of the argument 
today when word came from Scottdale 
that the men now working there refused 
to quit, scale or no scale, association or 
no association. In line with an intimation 
of Secretary Jarrell that there will be 
no real strike was the appearance at the 
headquarters of the workers today. 

All of the prominent officers were on 
hand and several private consultations 
were held. The indications are that Pres- 
ident Schaffer himself expects an early ad- 
justment of the complication. 


NEITHER SIDE WILL YIELD. 


Strike Situation at Newport News Is 
Unchanged.. 

Newport News, Va., July 1.—The strik- 
ing machinists at the ship yard are ad- 
hering to, their determination to hold out 
for their demands. The strike is now in 
its fifth week and seems No nearer a Set- 
tliment than on the day of its inaugura- 
tion. The machinists claim they have % 
per cent of the number solid for a con- 
tinuance of the strike. The ship vard 
employed 7,500 men before the present 
trouble... Now about 3,000 are employed. 
General Superintendent Post states that 
no concessions will be made. 


SETTLEMENT SEEMS LIKELY. 


Employers and Strikers Meet in Con- 
ference at Cincinnati. 


Cincinnati, July 1—A conference was 
held here today between representa- 
tives of the Laidlaw-Dunn-Gordon Com- 
pany and the striking machinists in an 
endeavor to reach a settlement of the 
trouble at that plant. 

A proposition was submitted by he 
manufacturers which the representatives 
of the strikers agreed to submit to the 
executive board for approval. About 300 
machinists are employed at this plant. 

It is expected that should the trouble 
at this plant be satisfactorily settled 
other settlements will speedily follow.

So Says Senator Marion Butler, 
of North Carolina 


SILVER QUESTION 1S. DEAD 


And the Main Issue, He Says, Will 
Be Public Ownership of Nat- 
ural Monopolies—He Never 
Liked. ‘Word ‘Silver.’ 


Anyway. 


St. Paul, Minn., July 1—This city today 
entertained an Alaska excursion party 
consisting of fenator J. C. Jones, of 
Nevada, and his son, Roy; former Sena- 
tor Marion Butler, of North Carolina; 
former Senator R. F. Pettigrew, of South 
Dakota; Congressman William Sulzer, 
of New York, and a number of mining 
experts. 

The party left for the coast tonight. 
From Seattle they go to Alaska’on a 
revenue cutter. Senator Butler, chair- 
man of the populist national committee, 
sald: 

“The populist party will go it alone 
next time and we will poll more votes 
than we ever did before. The main issue 
will be public ownership—not of every- 
thing, understand, but of the natural 
monopolies. We are not socialists. The 
populist believes in competition. Let the 
public own the natural monopolies and 
then for the rest let it be every man for 
himself and the devil take the hindmost. 
All we ask is that there be equality of 
opportunity. 

“The silver question is dead, for the 
time being at least, and for one I never 
favored the use of that word silver. All 
the true populist contends for is money 
enough to transact business and main- 
tain, the equilibrium of prices. I believe 
that coinage and the supply of money 
should be regulated by law. 

“The populist party is the progressive 
party of the south. In our state it en- 
acted the legislation to encourage manu- 
facturing which has brought so much 
prosperity to that section. We are now 
protectionists, of course.”’ 


MAINE IS GIVEN TO ENGLAND. 


American Presents Hospital Ship to 
British Navy. 


London, July 1.—The earl of Selborne, 
first lord of the admiralty, announced in 
the house of lords today that he had great 
gratification in informing the house that 
the hospital ship Maine had been pre- 
sented, as a free gift, to the British 
navy. 

The earl of Selborne read a letter from 
President Bernard Baker, of the Atlantic 
Transport Company, offering the Maine, 
and also read the government’s reply, ac- 
cepting the ship. Lord Selborne added 
that the ladies of the Maine committee 
had donated the ship’s hospital fittings. 
This gift of citizens and ladies of the 
United States was a most gracious one. 

Mr. Baker, in his letter to the earl of 
Selborne, says: 

‘‘In offering the Maine, I would like as 
a citizen of the United States, to express 
appreciation of the long protection af- 
furded my interests under the British flag. 
l am also influenced by the noble work 
achieved by Americans in equipping and 
maintaining the Maine while in service in 
South Africa and China.

NEGRO SENTENCED T0 HANG

Camden, Ark., July 1.—Circult Judge C. 
W. Smith today overruled the application 
for a new trial in the case of Will Bussey, 
colored, uncer sentence to hang for crim- 
inal assault.

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PAYMENT OF BONDS ILLEGAL. 


Mississippi Is Now Paying a Debt 
Without Authority of Law. 


Jackson, Miss., July 1.—(Special.)—Ex- 
Chief Justice Campbell created surprise 
and consternation among the state offi- 
Cilals and local banking institutions to- 
day by raising the point that the pay- 
ment of the $400,000 bond issue now in 
progress is illegal, and that special act 
of the legislature is necessary before the 
bonds can be paid. The series was issued 
in 189, with an option for redemption 
in five years, and thirty days ago Gov- 
ernor Longino issued a proclamation 
calling in the issue for payment at the 
treasury today. Judge Campbell states 
that as no provision was made for the 
governor calling in the issue, that he 
cannot assume this power, as it.is not 
only violative of the constitution, but 
sets the dangerous precedent that the 
governor is the state. Governor Longino 
and Attorney -General McClurg take the 
opposite view, but Judge Campbell is 
backed up in his opinion by some of the 
ablest lega! talent in the state. About 
$200,000 of the issue has already been 
paid by Treasurer Stowers. 


CALLED BEFORE COMMISSION. 


Combine of ’Frisco and Memphis 
Systems To Be Investigated. 
Kansas City, Mo., July 1.—B. L. Win- 
chell, president of the Kansas City, 
Fort Scott and Memphis railroad system, 
is in Fort Worth, Tex., today.

Savannah, Florida and Western Asks 
for Increese of Capital

$9,000,000 to $25,000,000 and to form a com- 
bination of a number of lines in southern 
‘Georgia, northern Florida and eastern 
Alabama. The right to issue 155,671 addl- 
tional shares of stock at the par value 
of $100 a share is asked for. which makes 
an increase of over $15,000,000 in the stock, 
at par, of the different roads it seeks to 

combine. 

Ratiroad officials see in the proposed 
combination only the object of simptlify- 
ing accounts, while another odject_ is 
economy. The roads cited in the petition 
are the Charleston and Savannah, the 
Brunswick and Western, the Alabama 
Midland, the Silver Springs, Ocala and 
Gulf and the Tampa and Thonotasosa. 

The ultimate meanine of the combina- 
tion, it is said, is that these roads will 
shortly be in the control of a greater 

system, probably the Southern or tie 
Seaboard Air Line. 

The application was made to the secre- 
tary of state by R. Smith, secretary of 
the Savannah, Florida and Western.

Companies Will Be in One 
Organization

MORGAN IS. ACQUIRING 
COMPANIES ONE BY ON 


Senator Hanna, of Ohio, Is Aiding 
in Formatior. of the Colossal 
Trust—Confidential Agents 
at Work Securing 
Coal Lands. 


Cleveland, O., July 1.—Before the Ist of 
September al] the big companies produc- 
ing bituminous coal will have been gath- 
ered into one organization, similar to 
the United States Steel Corporation. The 
capitalization will be enormous, probably 
second only to that of the big stee] trust. 

From what can be learned, work upon 
the big coal trust has been under way 
for a greater length of time than upon 
any of the industria: combinations. J. 
P. Morgan first started in with his coai 
combinations three years ago, making 
the first movements along the line of 
controlling the products of the Ohio 4nd 
West Virginia fields. At that time he 
claimed complete control of the mining 
property in the Hocking ard Shawnee 
valley, 

The proceedings in the present combi- 
nation are similar to those displayed 
in tne formation of the steel trust. One 
year ago all of the coal properties in 
the Pittsburg district whith ship coal to 
the lakes were coliected into one organ- 
ization known as the Fittsburg Coal 
Company. About that time the same !n- 
terests. which ship coal from that terri- 
tory down the river formed wlhat has 
since been known, as the Monongahela 
Coal Company. The desire to‘ control 
other coa] territory has led to the selec- 
tion in certain sections of confidential 
agents. 

As an outgrowth of this policy an or- 
ganization was completed in Chicago ten 
days ago known as the Illinois Coai 
Company, which owns two-thirds of all 
of the coal land in Illinois and western 
Indiana. About the same time it be- 
came generally knowu that M. A. Hanna 
and others in this territory had about 
completed the absorption of most.of the 
coal properties in the Massillon district. 
This is expected to be completed in the 
next ten days. 

The West Virginia coal 
virtually owned by one company, the 
Fairmount Coal Company, which !s in 
turn the property of the Baltimore and 
Ohio railroad. The other interests in the 
territory are all owned by the Norfolk 
and Western railroad, the Chesapeake 
and Ohio railroad or the Pennsylvania 
railroad, all of which, with the Baltimore 
and Ohio, now form practically one big 
railroad organization, being owned by 
one eompany. Now the [linois Coal 
Company, 
the Monongahela 
mount Coal Company, 
Company and the Massi.lon Coal Com- 
pany are all to be collected into one big 
organization, 

The aim of all of this is to effect 2 
complete monopoly of the bituminous 
coal production in the territory eat of 
the Mississippi and north of the Ohio 
and Potomac. To the accomplishment of 
this end Mr. Morgan is said to have given 
himself without reserve and will take it 
up as soon as he returns from Europe,

Why Atlanta Is Exempt. 
For a second time within three 
weeks the great cities of the northeast 
and along the lakes have been over- 
come by excessive heat. Within this 
area prostration has been general and 
death has been sufficiently frequent to 
be alarming. 

While the wires are laden with inci- 
dents establishing this assertion At- | 
Janta remains exempt. Representing 
the Piedmont region, she stands for 
special conditions which have puzzled 
many, but the existence of which have 
long been known. During the hottest 
qwaves sweeping the northern Missis- 
sippi valley, the southern lake region 
and the north Atlantic coast, Atlanta 
has enjoyed coo] hreezes, and even on 
the hottest day night brought recu- 
peration. The present is no exception 
to the rule, since the facts are attest- 
ed by the news reports and comparison 

4s within reach. 

The explanation for this condition 
is given by Chief Observer Marbury. 

- “Atlanta,” says he, ‘‘can readily en- 
dure a temperature of 98 or 100, while 
people in other cities cannot.” But 
even in Atlanta’s warmest weather a 
96 thermometer is a mest unusual 
sight. The reason given is Atlanta’s 
1,000 feet elevation above sea level, of 
which Observer Marbury says: “The 
air is more clarified, and therefore the 
more easily cooled. ‘The heat is not so 

oppressive at this altitude, and there is 
generally a circulation of air which 

‘other cities do not have.” This ex- 
‘planation from so prominent an official 
‘of the weather service should carry 
swith it conviction. It is. not the claim 
of a day, but the normal result of 
many years of observation. 

While allowing for the effect of 
density of population in other cities 
and the presence of heat attracting 
substances, the fact remains that At- 
lanta is cooler than the rural portions 
of the territory outlined. In addition 
to the high altitude is the cool nights 
a most important point. The steam 
and moisture of the valieys are dissi- 
pated before they reach the 1.000 feet 
altitude, and the higher breezes act as 
@ cool blanket upon -the atmosphere 
below. As Chief Observer Marbury 
points out, this enables our people to 
have a good night’s rest, and they 

- are the better prepared to meet the 
heat of the coming aay. 

Altogether Allanta is blessed by 
Providence in this exemption from op- 

‘ pressive heat. Her citizens have no 
need of going abroad for fresh air or 
comfortable temperature, since they 
have both right at home. We have 
the paradise of the continent.

There 
are scores Of men in the state who 
should esteem it a privilege to estab- 
lish a scholarship. To these people. 
then, the appeal is made to communi- 
cate at once with President Branson 
and place him in such a position that 
he can accept those anxious for help. 
The case has been fully stated and no 
one should require further urging. 


Miss Anthony’s Plea. 


The plea of Miss Susan B. Anthony 
in behalf of woman’s rights, in which 
she narrates the progress of that work 
since 1852, so temperately written and 
bearing evidence of controlling strong 
sense, will be read with interest the 
world over, 

Many a cause suffers from the inju- 
dicious expressions of its friends and 
the want of level-headedness on the 
part of others. To this rule the cause 
of woman’s rights has been no ex- 
ception. It is gratifying to note from 
the relation of Miss Anthony that sub- 
stantial work has been done in: which 
every man must feel a pride. Whether 
that work was expedited by the wo- 
men’s agitation is unnecessary to say, 
but it is certain that the legislation 
of the past half century has been in 
favor of a wider recognition of the in- 
dividual. It will not do to‘class laws 
which have been set aside as unjust. 
They had a time and a place, but that 
time had passed away and new con- 
ditions had made necessary new laws 
in which the individual came into 
prominence rather than the family. It 
may be stated that in Georgia, one 
of the states far removed from the 
influence of female ayzitation, the recog- 
nition of woman’s right to the manage- 
ment of her personal affairs came at 
an early date. In this state woman’s 
right to inheritance, to the care of her 
family, to the control of her own accu- 
mulations, has been too long recog- 
nized to recall the time when condi- 
tions were otherwise. That there are 
improvements yet to be made in these 
laws is freely admitted, and it is equal- 
ly certain that in whatever progress 
may be made in the future Georgia will 
be in the front. + 

The only unfortunate feature in Miss 
Anthony’s statement is the prominence 
given to the subject of divorce. Di- 
vorce is a drastic remedy even in cases 
where it is rendered necessary. It is 
a source of grief to those who have 
to be mixed up in it.. The growth of 
our divorce laws, however, is seen in 
the illegitimate use made of agencies 
intended for those who are really un- 
fortunate. As a matter of fact it is the 
woman that suffers with every weak- 
ening of the marriage tie. Ali of wo- 
man’s interests and hopes are centered 
in the perpetuity of the marriage re- 
lation. This Miss Anthony admits 
when she speaks as to what she would 
do with a bad husband even today. 
She speaks as one who would bear her 
grief in private as long as possible, and 
who even then would seriously debate 
whether it was best to still suffer or to 
seek a painful relief. On the whole. 
Miss Anthony is to be congratulated 
upon the labor to which she has de- 
voted her life. While her persistence 
upon the stump exhibits her as a wo- 
man of strong will, yet she has ever 
been characterized by the sterling vir- 
tues which are such an ornament to 
the weaker sex. 


Aypother ‘“‘Independe:t’”’ Heard From. 

he plea for “independence” put 
forth by former Secretary Hilary A. 
Herbert has called into view another 
. distinguished brand from the burning 
in the person of ex-Judge William M. 
Springer, of Illinois. 

Mr. Springer will be remembered as 
a violent democrat in the days of 
greenbackism, grangerism and various 
other movements by which men could 
.gain seats in congress. He was for- 
tunate enough himself to be thus fa- 
vored, and it was not until a critical 
time in 1893 that he pecame convinced 
that he had been wrong, and secured 
a judgeship in order to have the leisure 
in which to meditate upon his past 
career. He is now an ex-judge as well 
as an ex-representative, and from his 
declaration that he believes ‘‘President 
McKinley understands the situation,” 
it is very likely that Mr. Springer does 
likewise. 

Referring to Mr. Herbert’s speech 
Mr. Springer very properly says that 
he considers it “the key-note to the 
organization of a new party in the 
south.” Why he should profess an 
overweening interest in what the demo- 
cratic party may do when he is so anx- 
fous for a new one he does not say; 
but he is convinced that “the time is 
rapidly approaching when there will no 
longer be such a@ thing as a solid south. 
The protectionists in the south who 


selves with the democrats have done 
so from purely personal interests. The 
republicans in the north will gain more 


south as a political factor than the 
democrats. The republicans, if- they 
could only see ahead, should lend as- 
sistance instead of criticism in this 
movement. Intelligence will predomi- 
nate and govern whether north or 
south.”

The Maryland Census. 

The Maryland census,.taken under 
authority of the state, will show a 
loss of 15,000’°as compared with the 
federal census, and a gain of eight or 
nine thousand in the city of Baltimore, 
making the total population of the 
state from six to seven thousand less 
than was credited to it by the federal 
census. 

Of course The Baltimore American 
finds fault with its new census because 
of the smallness of the change. It 
seeks by this method to bring blame 
upon the state authorities for having 
performed their duty with the evident 
purpose of hiding out the true issue 
at stake. As the ceusus stood at first 
the six or seven thousand ‘“‘lost people” 
represented republicans. They were 
convenient for purposes of ballot box 
stuffing or increasing the representa- 
tion of republican counties so as to 
control the election of United States 
senator. The six or seven thousand 
were as effective as would have been 
sixty or seventy thousand. The plain 
purpose was to rob the democrats of 
what was rightfully theirs and to 
transfer power to the republican side. 

It is true that in a half-hearted man- 
ner when the issue was forced the 
federal census was patched up so as 
to make an approach to the truth,“but 
this result was due to democratic con- 
tention and not to any good work 
done by the republican leaders. Wheth- 
er the new work has cost the state of 
Maryland four thousand or forty thou- 
sand dollars matters but little. The 
truth has been vindicated, republican 
methods have been exposed and the 
work was well worth the money. 


The Visit of General Gomez. 


The visit of General Gomez to the 
United States has given “the people an 
opportunity of knowing him better 
than they did before. His course has 
been so unobtrusive and modest that 
he has made friends of all with whom 
he has come into contact. 

When the general refused to be 
drawn into a discussion of Cuban af- 
fairs he was put to a test which but 
few men are able to resist. It would 
have been the most natural thing in 
the world for him to have entered into 
a discussion of the relations of the 
United States and Cuba, tn which he 
would most likely have said itinwise 
things, but instead of doing this he 
measured up all the consequences and 
decided upon a policy of silence. 
Through such self control as this Gen- 
eral Gomez hag demonstrated that it 
may be possible for him to do as much 
for his people in peace as he did in 
war. The future of Cuba is in the 
hands of such men, and if they prove 
themselves wise enough to be silent 
until they understand the whole situa- 
tion they will prove to be capable lead- 
ers. 

‘It is impossible at this early date to 
say what is best to be’done and hence 
delay is in the line of true statesman- 
ship. Whatever is eventually done 
should be for the safety of the United 
States and for the prosperity of Cuba. 
That the best interests of Cuba lie in 
a close alliance 6f some sort with the 
United States all must admit. If Gen- 
eral Gomez will continue to hold his 
tongue until he is fully advised, he 
will be the better able to do good ser- 
vice to his people. 


Reviving the Maine. 


Former Senator Chandler, who is 
now a member of the Spanish claims 
commission, has made a statement 
likely to lead to a good deal of dis- 
cussion. 

‘Mr. Chandler is quoted as saying: 

To adjudicate the claims for damages 
sustained by the destruction of the ship 
will require the settlement of two very 
important questions. The first of thes? 
questions is whether ir the case gf the 
destruction of a national ship any claim 
whatever for private dameges arises. Had 
the Maine been a private ship destroyed 
in Havana harbor, and had it been proved 
that ber destruction was due to the care- 
lessness or ill will of the Spanish duthori- 
ties, it is plain that every man aboard of 
her would have had a just and equitable 
claim for damages against that nation. 

Mr. Chandler was a member of the 
United States senate when the de- 
struction of the Maine occurred. He 
was one of those who beiieved in hold- 
ing the Spanish government responsi- 
ble therefor. He assisted in the prose- 
cution of a war as a result of that trag- 
edy. At no time during his member- 
ship in the senate did Mr. Chandler 
venture to declare that there was any 
doubt as to responsibility for the de- 
struction of the warship. It is a little 
strange, therefore, that in his new re- 
lations he should begin to hedge and 
to intimate that the sinking of the ves- 
sel is an open question. If responsi- 
bility for the act is uncertain now, was 
it not equally uncertain when Mr. 
Chandler was in the senate, or is it 
true that there have been discoveries 
showing that Spain was innocent of 
complicity in this tragedy? 

Mr. Chandler, having said so much, 
will find himself under the necessity of 
saying more inorder to clear up the 
atmosphere.

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Yesterday the Illinois Centra) put on a 
system of pensions which will affect all 
aged and disabled employees who have 
been in the employ of the company as 
Icng as ten years. Employees will be 
retired from the ages sixty-one to sev- 
enty, and all who have reached the age 
of retirement which holds in their de- 
partment after a service of ten jears 
or more, or who have been disabled after 
such a service, will be entitled to draw 
pensions. For the present the company 
Will set dside $100,000 per year for this 
purpose, although it Is thought that this 
is much more than will be required for 
some time. If an employee is retired af- 
ter a service of ten years he will re- 
ceive a pension equal to 10 per cent of 
the salary which he was receiving at 
the time of his retirement, and _ this 
amount will be increased 1 per cent’ for 
each year’s service, so that if he ‘s re- 
tired after twenty-five years’ service his 
persion will be 25 per cent of his former 
wages, and if retired after fifty years 
his pension will be 3 per cent. This idea 
is not. altogether new in America, but 
the Illinois Central is the first railread 
which has extensive lines in the south 
to put it on. 


R. B Lutz, traffic manager of the At- 
lanta and West Point, is in the city. 


Yesterday, being July ist, was the be- 
ginning of the new fiscal year. During 
the year ending June Wth the roads in 
the south made greater earnings than 
ever before. Nineteen hundred wus @ 
year of such great prosperity that the 
managers were expecting something in 
the nature of a relapse in 1901. However, 
instead of the expected fall in earnings, 
the gross earnings of the roads in the 
south for 1901 show a great increase 
éver those of 1900. The gross earnings 
of the Southern railway for 1901 are cver 
$2,000,000 more than those for 1908, and 
these figures do not include the St. Louis 
civision of the Mobile and Ohio. The 
earnings of the Central of Georgia are 
nearly $850,000 more than those for the 
previous year. The Cincinnati Southern 
is one of the few southern roads to show 
a decrease in earnings. This decrense 
amounts to something more than $100,000. 

Managers say that the outlook is fine, 
and they see no reason why the season 
of prosperity should not continue.

Railroad people are greatly interested 
in the prediction that Texas oil will take 
the place of coal as fuel for locomotives. 
This subject is discussed in the June 
issue of The Common Carrier, as fol- 
lows: 

A very

coal and Texas oil. —° 

The Beaumont oil is better adapted for fuel 
than for lubrication or illumination, By re- 
fining, it will yield 10 to {2 per cent of 
illuminating oil, which is rather too little to be 
profitable. Nor is the Texas product so good 
for lubrication as oils from some other dis- 
tricts. 

The chief use to which Texas ofl will be put 
will be for fuel. In Texas, steam coal is high, 
varying from $3 a ton up. 

Beaumont oil can be supplied at Port Arthur 
for from 30 to = cents a barrel, and three 
or four barrels will make as much steam as 
a ton of coal. 

At the coast, therefore, one or two dollars’ 
worth of ofl will make as much steam as three 
dollars’ worth of coal. It costs from $300 to 


$600 to change a coal burning engine to an 
oil burner. 

The Santa Fe and Southern, Pacific railroads 
are changing some of their locomotives, and 
they will try oil on their Texas divisions. There 
is no doubt that the change in fuel will save 
the companies a great deal of money: Both 
these roads use oil on their California divi- 
sions for fuel. The Southern Pacific has been 
using {t for years, and aside from the economy, 
the oil is more destrable because there is 
no smoke or cinders. 

Fearing an invasion of Texas oil, the rail- 
roads have reduced their rates on coal from 
the Alabama flelds to Mobile and New Orleans. 
The Louisville and Nashville started the move- 
ment. Some railway men think the roads 
were rather hasty in their action as the ex- 
tent of the Texas oil supply has not been 
proved. Nor is the Beaumont district market- 
ing much of its product, but it soon will 
be. The idea of the roads probably was to 
forestall the ofl producers and keep consumers 
from changing their furnaces. If the coal 
operators can meet the oil -prices within a 
small margin, consumers will not make the 
change, certainly not for some time. It may 
be found that it will take $2 worth of oll to 
make as much steam as one ton of coal will 
produce. If that is true, the coal people 
ought to be able to hold their own east of the 
Mississippi. 

The prompt action of the roads in reducing 
the coal rates to New Orleans and Mobile ought 
to be appreciated by the operators, and no 
doubt is. Of course the roads are interested in 
keeping the coal mines open, but if they can- 
rot compete with oil, the roads will get 
to haul the oil into the interior and possibly 
they can adjust the rates so that a ton of oil 
will yield as much revenue as two tons of 
coal.

A special meeting of the stock- 
holders has been called for early in July 
to decide upon the details. The compa- 
nies affected are the Savannah, Florida 
and Western; Alabama Midland; Silver 
Springs, Ocala and Gulf, and the Tampa. 
One object sought by the consolidation 
is simplification of the accouriting and 
another is economy, 

“Some of the lines which are opemated 
as a part of the Plant system are not 
imcluded in the prese@aut plans. The roads 
omitted are the Florida Southern; San- 
ford and St, Petersburg; St. John’s andl 
Lake Eustis; Ashley River, Great Pond, 
Waterboro and Branchville; Abbeyville 
Southern and the Winston and Bone Va 
ley.’’

Atlanta managers claim that the answer 
made by Macon to the article in The 
Insurance Herald is insufficient, as it does 
not cover the questions involved. While 
ft is true that in the aggregate of losses 
accredited to Macon there are a number 
which occurred outside the city limits, the 
same is true of the figures relating to 


every other city. Premiums are credited 


to the place where they are received and 
losses are likewise charged to the place 
where they. are paid out. While outside 
losses have been charged to Macon as 
they have to every other town, a good 
per cent of the premium income which is 
accredited to Macon is paid on risks loca- 
ted outside the city limits. The digtinction 
between losses in the city and outside the 
limits is not made by the companies in 
any town in the United States. Mr. 
Hughes’ book. shows that, while in 190) 
the premium account at Macon aggrega- 
ted $186,292 as against $89,850 losses, the 
record for tne preceding five years shows 
premiums $836,365 against losses to the 
amount of $840,004, an actual loss of nearly 
$5,000 exclusive of the expense of getting 
the business +nd@ adjusting and settling 
the claims. This cost is estimated at 
about 33 per cent of the premium account.

Presbyterian hospital, located on Cen- 


tral place, was formally opened yester- 


day afternoon f&nd is now ready for the 
reception of patients. 

The exercises were public and were at- 
tended by a large number of spectators. 
The visitors thronged the various rooms 
and the hallways, and during the rendl- 
tion of the programme many were forced 
to stand on the front porch, unable to 
gain entrance to the building. At the 
conclusion of the exercises the hospital 
was inspected, in all of its departments, 
by the visitors, and comments of the 
most complimentary and congratulatory 
nature were heard on all sides. The Los- 
pital was open to the public from 6 o'clock 
in the afternoon until 7 o'clock at night.

The report of Dr. Holderby briefly re- 
cited the work necessary to the estab- 
lishment of the institution, from its in- 
ception until the hospital became a real- 
ization yesterday afternoon. Dr, Holder- 
by paid a glowing tribute to the ladies’ 
auxiliary, showing that the ladies have 
been earnest and diligent in the work 
and that its present success is due large- 
ly to their faithful efforts, 

The hospital is neat and tidy in every 
particular, and is ‘equipped in an excel- 
lent and up-to-date manner. Dr. F. M. 
Sutton has been elected to the position 
of house physictan and Miss 8. B. Cunyus 
to the position of superintendent ‘of 
nurses. Her home is in Cartersville, but 
she has been connected with Dr. Briggs s 
infirmary in Nashville. They will begin 
their duties today. 

There will be four endowed rooms in 
the hospital, one by Mrs. R. J. Lowry, 
one by Mrs. M, M. Stokes in memory of 
her son, one by Miss Florence Jackson, 
and one by the ladies of the First Pres- 
byterian church. The room will be known 
as the “Barnett Memorital,’’ in memory 
of the late Dr. Barnett. 

Regular meetings of the ladies’ auxil- 
fary will be held the first Wednesday in 
dach month in the ladies’ parlors of the 
First Presbyterian church. A meeting 
will be held next Wednesday afternoon 
at 6 o’clock, 


Through the Danube’s Gates. 


London Dally Mail: For centuries the 
navigation on the Danube, the largest 
river of Europe next to the Volga, was 
greatly hampered by the so-called Iron 
Gates, a celebrated defile in the river at 
the confines of Hungary, Servia and Rou- 
mania. At this place the river is crossed 
from shcre to shore on a leng{h of about 
8,000 feet by rocky masses, and many 4 
ship went aground in the Iron Gates, 
which always had been a terror to all 
navigators. It is the most magnificent 
and greatest river defile in the whole of 
Europe. 

During the years of 189 and 1896 a 
scheme was carried out here which in- 
volved immense difficulties. A canal 
275 feet wide and seven feet deep was cut 
through the rocks of the Iron Gates. 
No less than 14,000,000 cubic feet of rocky 
masses had to be blasted and more than 
50,000,000- cubic feet of std®me anf earth 
had to be excavated. <A greater number 
of dams, of a combined length of 36,000 
feet, had to be built to protect the canal. 
The expenditure for this work amounted 
to about 12,000,000 florins. Since the com- 
pletion of this canal the navigation on 
the river has steadily increased, and 
thousands of steamers and barks now sal/ 
every year down to the Black sea. 

One drawback, however, remained. The 
currént in the Iron Gates is immense, 
averaging from fourteen to eighteen fect 
per second, and it was especially difficult 
for the heavy laden ships to steam up 
stream through the gates or to tow the 
barges against the current. It was there- 
fore decided to build a special wire rope 
steamer for the purpose of towing ships 
through the defile. The steamer was 
built at Budapest and has recently been 
put on the river. The Vasapu, as the 
steamer is named, is entirely built of 
steel. It has a length of 1,836 feet, is 25% 
feet broad, its draught being 5.44 feet. It 
is divided into nine water-tight compart- 
ments and has a double bottom, so that 
even in case of a seflous accident the 
vessel will not sink.

LEGISLATURE TO BE ASKED 
TO ASS PROMIBTORY LA 


@esolutions Introduced by Council- 
man Barrett Call Both on Trus- 
tees and Legislature To 


‘Take Action—Opposed 
by Grady. 


The city council yesterday afternoon 
adopted resolutions by a vote of 11 to 5, 
deprecating the action of the students of 
the Technological school in taking the 
places of the striking machinists in the 
Southern railway shops, calling on the 
trustees of the institution to take steps 
to prevent such action on the part of 
Tech students in the future and calling 
on Fulton's representatiyes in the legis- 
lature to SBecure the passage of a law 
which will prevent the students of this 
school from taking places made vacant 
by striking organized laborers. 

The resolutions were introduced by 
Councilman Barrett, who moved their 
passage, and a warm debate followed in 
which the principal speakers were Coun- 
cilmen Bargptt and Garrett on one side 
and Councilman’ Grady and Alderman 
Welch on the other, the latter vigorous- 
ly opposing the passage of the resolu- 
tions. 

During the progress of the debate the 
students who have taken the strikers’ 
places were designated as ‘‘scabs’”’ and it 
was stated that a stigma had been 
placed upon them for lifé. It was stated 
that the president, of the board of trus- 
tees of the institution was an attorney 
for the Southern railway. On the other 
hand it was asserted that the action of 
the students was a matter with which 
council had nothing to do; that the stu- 
dents had a perfect right to pursue the 
course they did, and that no law could be 
passed which would abridge their liberty 
to accept such employment as they 
should see fit. 

The Resolutions as Passed. 

Following are the resolutions as intro- 
duced by Councilman Barrett and as 
passed by council: 

Whereas, the machinists belonging to the In- 
ternational Association of Machinists have 
withdrawn from work in the Southern Rail- 
way Company's shops at Atlanta on account of 
the refusal of the company to accede to re- 
quests made by said machinists for more lib- 
eral treatment by said company. and 
| Whereas, the Southern Railway Company 
, has not only refused the request, but also 
‘failed .to arbitrate its .differences witb said 
machinists, and 
| Whereas, certain students from the Tech- 
nological school have accepted places made 
vacant by said machinists; therefore, be it 

Resolved, That we express our regret that 
students of said school have thus taken a 
course antagonistic to organized labor. 

Resoived further, That we suggest to the 
trustees of said school the propriety of con- 
sidering and taking such action as may pre- 
vent the scholars at said school in future from 
similar conduct. 

Resolved further, That we request the mem- 
bers of the legislature from Fulton to intro- 
duce and urge the passage of legislation which 
“will prevent students of this school from in 
future accepting positions left vacant under 
circumstances similar to those connected with 
the places left vacant by the machinists from 
the Southern railway shops. 

A Warm Debate. 

Councilman Barrett stated in intro- 
ducing ,the resolutions that some action 
should be taken to prevent the students 
of the Technological school from be- 
coming “‘Scabs.’’ Those who had accept- 

| ed the places of the striking machinists, 
he said, had a stigma placed upon them 
which would last for life. 

“The president of the trustees of the 
school is an attorney for the Southern 
railway,” he said, “and it looks like 
they are close akin.” 

Councilman Garrett said it was not 
alone in Atlanta, but in Savannah, Ma- 
con and Augusta that students of the 
Tech were working in place of the 
strikers. | : 

“These boys,’ he said, ‘“‘will be brand- 
_ ed as ‘scabs,’ and they never can outlive 
the stigma. There is dn instance of a 
man living in Atlanta today who did 
just as they are doing years ago, and the 
stigma is one that has descended even 
to his children.” 

“This is a matter with which council 
has nothing to do,” said Councilman 
Grady. “I sympathize with the machin- 
ists, but I regret that: these resolutions 
have been introduced. The matter is one 
in which council has no right to take a 
hand.” 

‘Doesn't the gentleman know that the 
president of the trustees of the school is 
an attorney for the Southern railway?” 
asked Councilman sarrett. 

“Tf all the officials of the school were 
employees of the Southern I still ask 
what would we have to do with the mat- 
ter?’’ Councilman Grady replied. 

Councilmen Longino and Rawson and 
Alderman Welch agreed with Council- 
man Grady that it was a matter with 
which council had nothing to do. 

At the request of Alderman Welch the 
report showing that the Federation of 
Trades had.exonerated the trustees and 
officers of the Technological school from 
all blame in connection with the matter, 
was read from: one of the afternoon 


papers. 
Effort To Lay on the Table. 

Councilman Grady then moved to table 
the whole matter. Council had no more 
right to interfere with the students, he 
said, than it would have to interfere 
with the machinists. 

“t didn’t know I was going to stir up 
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such a stench when I attempted to op- 
pose the coming here of dagoes to take 
the bread and meat from the mouths of 
hard working citizens,” said Councilman 
Barrett: “The conduct ofthese boys will 
be condemned in the eyes of every decent 
man who knows the meaning of the word 
‘Scab.’ ’’ 

Just here the point of order was made 
that a motion to table was not debat- 
able, and the debate was shut off until 
Councilman Grady withdrew his motion. 

Then Dr. Longino wanted to postpone 
the whole matter until tonight, when 
everybody might have a chance to talk 
on it as long as they pleased. 

Councilman Grady renewed his motion 
to table the resolution. It was defeated 
by the following vote: 

Yeas—Aldermen Kilpatrick and Welch, 
Councilmen Rawson, Terry, Grady and 
Longino. 

Nays—Aldermen Day, Pierce and La- 
Hatte, Councilmen Barrett, Fincher, 
Lewis, Minhinnett, Garrett, Adams, 
Glass and Hill. 

Councilman Grady again spoke on the 
métion of Councilman Barrett that the 
resolutions be passed. He said every one

should know that no law could be passed } 


to prohibit any free white citizen from 
accepting any position he desired to ac- 
cept. It was a ridiculous proposition. 
The constitution of the, United States, he 
said, guaranteed freedom and equality 
of rights to all. 

“Tt is a shame and a disgrace,’’ said 
Councilman Garrett, “that we Syne be 
called upon to pay taxes to breéd ‘scabs’ 
in Georgia. We can get such a law as 
we desire in this case and we will ask for 
it whether the representatives from Ful- 
ton take the matter up or not.” 

The question then came up on the pas- 
sage of the resolutions. They went 
through by practically the same vote as 
appeared on the question to table, the 
only exception being that of Councilman 
Longino was absent when the vote was 
taken and the vote for the resolutions 
was 11 to 5. There was a slight ripple 
of applause in the council chamber when 
the passage of the resolutions was an- 
nounced.

The committee which met yesterday

The session was a short one and all 
that was done was'to decide to ask the 
board, at its meeting today, for more 
time to consider the matter. 

The committee consisted of the follow- 
ing gentlemen: Dr. W. W. Landrum, 
Dr. J. BE. White, Rev. Dr. Bell, A. D. 
Adair and John M. Green. The regular 
monthly meeting of the home mission 
board takes place today at 4 o’clock. It 
is probable that the time for considera- 
tion of candidates will be indefinitely ex- 
tended and final action in the matter, ac- 
cording to a member of the committee, 
may not take place until fall.

Council yesterday agreed to the ma- 
jority report of the committee on elec- 
tric and other railways giving the At- 


lanta Rapid Transit Company the fram, 


chise on the Boulevard as requested. 

There were two reports from the com- 
mittee. a mafority report signed by Coun- 
cifmen Grady, Lewis and Reed and a mi- 
nority report signed by Alderman Welch 
and Councilman Adams. \ 

The only difference between the me- 
jority and minority reports was that the 
latter contained a clause requiring the 
Rapid Transit company to give on all its 
lines and continue to give three fares 
for ten cents from the center of the city 
to any point within the city limits or 
from any point within the city limits to 
the center of the city. The minority re- 
port contained a clause making this re- 
quirement, though it provided that fares 
from one part of the city to another 
should never be more than 5 cents and 
that upon this rate transfers should be 
given. 

Counctiman Grady explained in detail 
that the foregoing was the only provi- 


sion contained in the minority report that 


did not appear in the majority report, 
and that in all other respects they were 
identical in provisions, 

After both reports had been read Coun- 
cilman Garrett moved the adoption of the 
majority report, And Councilman Grady 
seconded the motion. 

Several petitions from citizens asking 
that council insert a condition requiring 
three-cent fares were read. Then came a 
counter petition signed by several citizens 
‘who had signed a petition for John Clay 
Smith stating they wished to withdraw 
their signatures, as they had signed the 
petition under a misapprehension. 

Councilman Grady stated just before 
the question was put that the adoption of 
the minority report would prevent the 
construction of the road, as it would not 
be built under the three-cent fare condi- 
tion. The minority report was then lost 
by the following vote: 

Nays—Councilmen Barrett, 
Rawson, Minhinnett, Terry, 
Glass, Grady, Longino and Hill. 

Yea—Adams. 

Councilman Adams, ag a member of the 
committee, had signed the minority re- 
port and was the only member of coun- 
cil who voted for it. The aldermen, of 
course, did not vote on the ordinance. 

Majority Report Went Through. 

The majority report then went through 
by a viva voce vote. Councilman Adams 
being the only one to vote against it. It 
was held by the city attorney and the 
chair that the ordinance did not have to 
be read another time, as the reading at 
the time of its reference to the commit- 
tee was the first reading. 

The ordinance gives the Atlanta Rapid 
Transit Company the right to construct 
and operate an extension of its Forrest 
avenue street railway line from the cor- 
ner of Forrest avenue and Boulevard by 
a single track alohg the Boulevard north- 
wardiy to Linden avenue and thence at 
the cption of said company elther along 
Linden avenue to Arnold street or to 
continue along the Boulevanid to Norta 
avenue end along North avenue to Jack- 
son street. 

The conditions upon which the fran- 
chise is granied are as follows: That 
work on the extension shall bégin with- 
in sixty days from the approval of the 
ordinance, and the line shall be com- 
pleted within twelve months; that bond 
for $1,500 as liquidated damages be given 
in case of failure to build the line; that 
the Transit company sball move the 
present track of the Atlanta Railway 
and Power Company to one side of the 
street; that the Transit company shall 
give the city a bond for $5,000 to absolve 
the city from any damages that may ec- 
crue to individuals as the result of build- 
ing the line; that the location of tracks, 
style of rail to be used, methods of «on- 
struction, etc., shall be approved by vhe 
committee on electric and other railways, 
and that whenever it shall become de- 
sirable and necessary that the Transit 
company shall submit to a joint use 
of the double tracks on the Boulevard.

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Corporations Pay Good Interest to 
Their Stockholders, 


Prosperity Evident and Business 
People in All Lines Confident. 
Railroads Make Money. 
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Yesterday was a day of activity in 
financial circles. July ist is the begin- 
ning of the new fiscal year and of the 
second half of the business year to the 
many corporations who divide their earn- 
ings semi-annually. It was a day for 
the distribution of checks, the declaring 
of dividends and the paying of interest 
on bonds. Prosperity was in the atmos- 
phere and the signs of healthy business 
progress were many and evident. 

The Interest on the state bonds was 
paid by check yesterday, the earnings of 
the various railroads for the fiscal year 
just past were announced, and semi-an- 
nual dividends were declared by .many 
banks and corporations, such as whole- 
sale business houses.

Interest Paid on State Bonds.

Councilman Barrett introduced a reso- 
lution providing that the wife of Police- 
man E. H. DeBray, who was murdered 
while ‘on duty several days ago, be paid 
the salary that would have been paid to 
the policeman for the rest of 1901 and for 
1902 had he lived and served on the 
forcé for the term for which he .was 
elected. 

Councilman Barrett also introduced an 
ordinance providing that the police com- 
missioners shall not deduct anvthing from 
the salaries of policemen who lose time 
from sickness due to exposure or on ac- 
count of wounds received while in the

Both the resolution relating to De-

Accompanying the petition wag an ordi- 
nance prohibiting the playing of baseball 
or any similar game at Brisbine park. 

Councilman Barrett moved that the ne- 
tition be referred to the chief of police 
with instructions to see that order is 
kept at the park.

Dr. J. P. Kennedy was elected by coun- 
cil yesterday to the position of health 
officer under the recently adopted ordi- 
nance, to serve for a term of four years. 

Of all the elections before council yes- 
terday the greatest interest was centered 
in this one. Dr. Kennedy’s opponents 
were Dr. Robert Westmoreland and Dr. 
= H, Kenan. Councilman Barrett 
nominated Dr. Westmereland, Council- 
man Longino nominated Dr. Kennedy 
and Dr. Kenan’s name was placed before 
council by Councilman Garrett. 

The election was had on the first bal- 
lot. the vote being as follows: 

Kennedy—Aldermen. Kilpatrick, Welch 
and Pierce, Councilmen Rawson, Reed, 
Terry, Adams, Grady, Kontz and Lon- 
gino—10. 

Westmoreland—Aldermen Johnson and 
Day, Councilmen Barrett, Glass and 
Hill—5. 

Kenan—Alderman 
men Fincher, Lewis, 
Garrett—6. 

Before the vote was announced Coun- 
cilman Lewis changed his vote to Dr. 
Kennedy, giving him eleven votes, which 
made a majority. Dr. Kennedy was then 
declared elected. 

Dr. Kennedy has practically served the 
city in a similar capacity to that of 
health officer for the last five years. He 
has had charge of the hospital for “con- 
tagious diseases under the direction of 
the board of health, and he will continue 
the: work he has had in charge besides 
having other duties added to tnose he 
has performed in the past.

On motion of Councilman Barrett coun- 
cil went into the elections shortiv 
after it met.

An Attempt Te Take Profits Was Met 
with No Demand 


AND PRICES MELTED AWAY 


Effect of Steel Workers’ Strike Man- 
ifest in U. S. Steel Stocks, Mar- 
ket Closing Heavy and Dull. 


New York, July !.—Expectations of higher 
nrices ‘for stocks, which were aroused by the 
action of the market during the latter part of 
last week were not realized today. It is the 
usual thing for the effect of July disburse- 
ments upon the money market to be delayed, 
some times for a week or two, the looked-for 
demand for reinvestment failing to appear and 
the rate for money holding comparatively firm. 
These conditions held today, although there 
was some relaxation in the call money market. 
‘There were a number of more or less disturb- 
ing factors which discouraged buying, and 
when last week’s buyers attempted to take 
their profits they met no demand to absorb 
their offerings, and prices melted away easily 
The tone of the 


foreign markets was quite cheerful and the 
occasion of some opening advances here. The 
passing of the semi-annual settlement day. at 
Berlin without a hitch was a great relief to 
all the foreign markets, and heavy disburse- 
ments of government interest in London made 
money and discounts easy there, but the mar- 
ket here had to face the action of the Amal- 


Of- 
ficers of the United States Steel Corporation 
professed to belittle the effects of the strike, 
but its’ effects were manifest upon the orice 
of the company’s stock nevertheless. The in- 
dependent steel companies were also weak. 
United ‘States Steel, both common and pre- 
ferred, lost 1% and Colorado Fuel and Ten- 
nessee Coal about 3 each. The expected div)- 
dend action on United States Steel tomorrow 
was also a factor in the situation, the bears 
striving to discredit rumors that the com- 
mon stock would be placed on a 4 per cent 
dividend basis. Fears of damage to the corn 
crop from drought in Missouri, Kansas and 
Texas especially depressed the corn-carrying 
grangers, which were more vulnerable by rea- 
son of last week's strength. The decline reach- 
ed 3% in St. Paul, 3 in Rock Island, 2% in 
lilinois Central, 2% in Union Pacific and Texas 
Pacific and 2 in Atchison preferred. The 
hand of the bears was manifest in the circula- 
tion of some alarmist rumors early in the day 
to the effect-that the clearing house committee - 
was in consultation over the affairs of some 
of the clearing house institutions. There was 
certainly no such consultation, and there were 
emphatic denials of any thought or intention 
or necessity of such a consultation, but the 
effect produced by the rumors showed rather 
strikingly that last week’s failures have left the 
speculative mind in an impressionable state. 
There is good ground for the supposition that 
last week’s episode has prompted some over- 
hauling of collateral for bank loans and has 
induced a rather stringent caution on the 
part of the banks in the certification of checks. 
It must follow that business by stock exchange 
houses is conducted with somewhat less facility 
than when the machinery of credit was entirely 
untrammeled. There is nothing to show that 
any further ground than this exnsts for the 
rumors circulated of financial troubles. The 
flerce heat had its effect on the trading today, 
as it had on all other kinds of human ac- 
tivity. There was notable strength in Iowa 
Central stocks and.in the New York, Chicago 
and St. Louis stocks, their gains extending to 
about 2 to 6 points. Most of the active stocks 
were off a point or more during the day and 
the closing was heavy and dull. 

There was little doing in railroad bonds, but 
prices yielded in sympathy with stocks.

COLUMBIA IS. TOO SPEEDY 
FOR YACHT CONSTITUTION 


Newport, R. I., July 1.—The Constitu- 
tion wns defeated by the Columbia to- 
day by the small margin of 68 seconds 
in the first real race in which the new 
Hereshoff yacht has participated. Al- 
though the contest from start to finish 
was close and at times exciting, in the 
opinion of a majority of yachtsmen in 
Newport tonight the Constitution lost 
through misfortune. However, the result 
of today’s contest is far from conciu- 
sive, and there is still much to be de- 
cided as to the relative merits cf the 
two racers. 

The mishap to the new boat came 
about an hour after the start. While 
the boats were on the second long tack 
to windward the clew of the jib of the 
new boat was carried away and for some 
ten minutes she was without the vse of 
that ssil. This accident set the Consti- 
tution back practically a mile, but in 
spite of it she was able to get within 
two minutes of the Columbia at the turn, 
and cut this lead down more than half 
on the home run. Some of this gain, 
however, was undoubtedly due to the 
fact that she came up in the better wind. 
The Columbia did not escape without 
accident, for immediately after crossing 
the finish line, in gibing over the big 
mainsail, her main boom buckled and 
she had to be towed to the city. It will 
be necessary to sling a new spar before 
the Columbia can race again, but it is 
expected it will be In place for a race 
Wednesday. 

Fifteen miles dead to windward and 
back again was the course signalled Ly 
the flag hoisted on the flagship Colonia. 
The starting signal sent Columbia off at 


11:40:34, well to windward and three sec- 
onds in advance. .The Constitution, with 
& rare burst of speed, came on with a 
rush and ran through the Colurrbia’s Ice, 
pointing for a much higher pusition than 
was expected of. her, 

The .Constitution. by a large margin 
footed faster, than the Columbia. But 
while the new boat was going along swift 
as the wind, she had not the grip on the 
water that the other craft had. Alcnzg 
on the starboard tack the two yacbts 
sailed, both jogging at an eight-knot galt. 
The Constitution would not stand up as 
well as her rival by at least three de- 
grees. 

After the boats tacked to port the luff 
of the Constitution's big jib began to 
shake. The pennant or the sheet itself 
had evidently been carried awcy. Down 
came the jib halyards by the run, ~hile 
a dozen men climbed out on the bowsprit 
to gather in the slack at the foot of the 
safl, so as to smother the flowing duck, 
For over ten minutes the Constituiion, 
on that close-hauled stretch, was ‘with- 
out the benefit of her jib. Columbia all 
that time was pointing higher and foot- 
ing faster. When the sail was in place 
again the Constitution rapidly forsad 
ahead, making up much of her leeway. 


_It was, however, too big a gap to fill. 


The time at the outer mark was: 

Columbia, 1:24:55. 

Constitution, 1:26:55. 

Thus on the beat to windward tne Co- 
lumbia defeated her opponent .aearly two 
minutes, | / 

In the run before the wind the Consti- 
tution gained. With sheets eased off she 
is faster than Columbia. The iimes at 
the finish were: 

Columbia, 2:32:38; Constitution, 2:33:29. 

Thus, over the course of fifteen miles 
to wirdward and back, the elapsed t,me 
of Columbia was 2:52:04, whfle that of 
the Constitution was 2:52:82.

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THREE FAVORITES GALLOP 
FIRST PAST THE JUDGES 
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St. Louis, July 1.—The formal opening 
of Delmar park today, controlled by 
Tilles, Adler and Cella, was not marked 
by the eclat usually accompanying the 
throwing open of -the gates of race 
courses for the first time.

Mrs. Collins 
alleges that she owns one-half cf the 
capital stock and that the Messrs. Mor- 
ris own the other half. Mrs. Collins is 
the wife of J. D. Collins, who, it is al- 
leged, was elected president of the con- 
eern, t.is now unable to give the bus!i- 
néss his personal attention, owing to fee- 
ble health. 
' According to the bill there is dissension 
@mong the ‘hree stockholders, and Mrs. 
Collins seeks a receiver for the conduct 
of the business. It is charged in the 
hilt that since the health of Mr. Col- 
lins became feeble, the Messrs. Morris 
have taken full and complete control of 
the business; that they have ei'minated 
her husband from the control and her- 
self ‘from any voice or contro] in the 
management of the business. It is stated 
that she subscribed for her stock with 
the distinct understanding and agree- 
ment that it would be under the pro- 
tection an4 control of her husband. 

The bill charges that a stockholders’ 
Meeting was held on June 2st in the of- 
fice of the. corporation in the Austell 
building and that when Mrs. Collins of- 
fered a resolution the Morris brothers 
left the room and announced that there 
shouji be no meeting. It is alleged that 
they announce that it is not their pur- 
pose to hold a meeting nor to submit 
or agree to any election, and that it is 
impossible to obtain a meeting of the 
stockholders.

DELKANO DEFIES LOCKS 


AND MYSTIFIES POLICE 


Delkano, the wizard who defies hand- 
cuffs and shackles, mystified the police 
yesterday afternoon by. some of his won- 
derful feats. 

A large crowd assembled in the re- 
corder’s courtroom, police commissioners, 
city councilmen, the recorder and many 
members of the police force being pres- 
ent. Two o'clock had been selected as 
the hour, as the recorder’s court con- 
vened at 2:30. 

Captain John A. Thompson selected a 
pair of handcuffs belonging to Bicycle 
Officer Luck. The handcuffs were said 
to ba the best in the police department 
and were proof against being picked. or 
forced open. Delkano’s wrists were se- 
curely fastened withthe cuffs, a number 


of persons making an examination to see 
that there was no fraud. 

After retiring into a waiting room for 
a few seconds, Delkano reappeared with 
the cuffs off, but still locked. This caused 
the police to gather about him in sur- 
prise. 

Several times was he securely fastened 
with handcuffs of various makes,’ all

not known. 


having different keys, and each time he 
walked from the waiting room a free 
man, 

Chains and shackles of all kinds were 
equally unable to hold him. 

He did not give an exhibition of getting 
gut of prison, as the cells were all filled 
with prisoners, it being Monday, a day 
when the prison is always crowded. 

Police Commissioner Johnson, who was 
present, took occasion to state that he re- 
garded the performance as one of the 
most wonderful ~he had ever seen. Cap- 
tain Thompson agreed with him. 

Just how Delkano performs his feat is 
It is his secret. An officer 
at the barracks claimed to have ‘‘peeped”’ 
into the waiting room and he stated that 
he believed ha saw Delkano use a key. 
If that were so, then the man must go 
about with hundreds of keys to fit every 
kind of handcuffs and shackles made. 

Others thought he had the power to 
contmact the muscles of his hands and 
feet, as was done by the noted Davenport 
brothers, and that no handcuff or shackle 
could be placed tight enough around his 
wrists or ankles so his hands and feet 
could not be slipped through. 

Delkano is undoubtedly a wonder. 
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officer, and that they refuse to pry back 
the money so illegally withdrawn. It 
is further allewed-that $881 taken out did 
not appear on the book kept under the 
direction and contro] of the defendants. 
The discovery, it is stated, was made ‘by 
an expert bookkeeper employed by Mrs. 
Collins. It is asserted that he made the 
discovery among paid checks and not 
upon the books themselves, 

It is stated that Mrs. Collins’s stock 
amounts to $19,033.62, and that she is will- 
ing to pay into the treasury the balance 
between that amount and _ $25,000, the 
amount of stock subscribed for by fer. 
It is claimed that $15,889.33 is the amount 
paid on the stock subscribed by the Mor- 
ris brothers. It is claimed ‘that the cor- 
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poration is indebted for $17,000 or other 
large sum, and that it is to the highest 
and best interest that the owners of 
stock pay their full stock. The bill asks 
that the unpaid stock be called in. It is 
stated in the bill that. the Morris broth- 
ers assert that they do not mean to pay 
any further sum. 

Judge J. H. Lumpkin. set the case for 
a hearing at 9 c’clock on the morning of 
July 13th, and restrainéd the defendants 
from selling, encumbering, transferring or 
otherwise altering the status of the prop- 
erty or assets. The usua] and ordinary 
course of daily trade is allowed to be con- 
tinued, provided a strict account is kept 
and the proceeds held subject to the fur- 
ther order of the court. 
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LIFTED YESTERDAY 


No Mere Stamps Needed on Checks, 
Telegrams, Ete. 


ACT TOOK EFFECT JULY 1ST 


Much Trouble and Expense Saved in 
Business World. 


EVERYBODY GLAD TO BE RELIEVED 


Tax on Many Items Was Lifted or 
. Reduced—Merchants Were Ben- 
efited by the Release. 


The troublesome revenue tax stamps 
Went out of use yesterday and bankers 
and business men heaved a sigh of re- 
lief. Besides the expense imposed upon 
the public at large ih the necessity for 
affixing stamps to checks, telegrams, le- 
gal documents, etc., a heavy tax fell upon 
dealers who handled articles included in 
the revenue tax act. These manufac- 
turers and tradesmen dealing in proprie- 
tar-- medicines, cosmetics, toilet articles, 
chewing gum, etc., are now free from an 
expense which greatly reduced their 
profits. 

The revenue collector at the postoffice, 
who has been working overtime since 
the revenue act came in, will be able to 
settle down again-into the even-tenored 
way of sleek and snug government of- 
ficilals and occur his post with accus- 
tomed dignity and state, if not with the 
added activity, 

Everybody is pleased that the stamps 
on articles in commd6n use are no longer 
required. Most of the revenue tax has 
been lifted. A complete list of the items 
released and those reduced was published 
in last Thursday’s Constitution. 

Now the irritating ‘‘You forgot the rev- 
enue stamp” which for the past two vears 
has 80 often greeted careless persons at 
the paying teller’s window of banks, and 
the “1 cent for revenue stamp” required 
by telegraph managers will no longer 
grate on the ears of the forgetful. 

The aggregate amount of time saved by 
the lifting of this tax is illustrated by 
an instance recently. A man in a hurry, 
who wanted one 2-cent internal revenue 
Stamp for a bank check, stepped up to 
the window in the postoffice to buy it. A 
placard informed him that the window 
‘was closed and directed him to the second 
floor.

After 
which he crossed the room and handed 
the man a 2-cent stamp. It had taken 
him fifteen minutes to make the pur- 
chase.

COTTON LEFT OFF EASY 


On a Late Hasty Turn for Profits. 
Wheat, Oats and . Provisions 
Lower—Corn Higher. 


New York, July 1!.—Cotton prices today re- 
turned to the high level reached on the bulge 
of a week ago. Nearly every factor lined 
up on the bull side and from start to finish 
‘the attitude of shorts was defensive rather 
than offensive. The market opened firm and 
10 to 14 points higher on very active buying 
for both accounts. The upward movement con- 
tinued until August touched 8.06, October 
7.69 and January 7.74, wiién there was 4 
turn for profits and brisk selling by the 
room for a turn. Early in the afternoon there 
was a sharp reaction to 7.57 for October and 
to 7.62 for January, ~under talk of rains in 
Texas and rumors that the south was pre- 
paring to sell in our market and later deliver 
the cotton. But an official forecast from 
Washington for continued dry weather gene- 
rally tonight and tomorrow in Texas once more 
st shorts on the retreat and prompted 
Mberal buying all flong the line. The domi- 
nating influence here was an advance of 7@ 
7% points at Liverpool, The bulls were en- 
couraged by the special report of The Journal 
of Commerce, showing the present crop condi- 
tion to be but 77 per cent of perfect, as against 
81.5 last month.. Ravages by boll weevil, cut 
worms, sharp shooters and other insects in 
the southwest were said to be reaching alarm- 
ing proportions. The South Atlantic states 
complained of further soaking rains, scarcity 
of labor and a very backward condition. Near 
the close a hasty turn for profits caused prices 
to settle rapidly. The market was finally easy 
with prices net 3 to 9 points higher. 


Review of New Orleans Market. 


New Orleans, July |.—The cotton market was 
firm today. with sales of 3,400 bales, including 
1,500 .o arrive. The exchange committee ad- 
vanced quotations %c on all grades. 

Developments were of a sensational charac- 
ter in the market for cdéntracts.

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GEORGIA WOMAN WRITES 
OF THE LONDON SEASON 


London, June 18.—(Special Corre- 
spondence.)—They say with truth that 
the season in London—even now in its 
very midst—is. dedlining. The people 
are leaving for the continent. Lucerne 
is the fashionable resort of the English 
nobility. Social functions are confined 
almost exclusively to the opera, dinner 
parties and the giddy parade at Hyde 
Park; tho’ the small and very rash 
gambling at bridge whist is still the folly 
of the hour. Many women are head over 
heels in debt from this cause, and men 
are sharing similar fates. It is as dis- 
tressing as ‘tis demoralizing to Know 
that this state is actually existing among 
what was, and is esteemed, the most 
religious, polite and cultured society in 


Great Britain. 

I think I. told you of this in my last” 
letter, but it is so pronounced, ministers 
are so’ loud in théir denunciations and 
the press so full of admonition, that I 
am impressed with its extent. When 
‘once. an austere and phiegmatic ration 
assumes a vice, they rush into it 
with the same, gusto as they embrace a 
virtue. 

The game, I fancy, is not so much in- 
dulged in from love of greed, ‘tis more 
the caprice of the grand dame, which is 
actuated through rivalship. You seldom, 
if you mark closely, see a woman strug- 
gle for her own personal betterment, she 
must have some incentive for competi- 
tion in order to plunge forth fier high- 
est endeavors. As for my part, as long 
as she feels she must gamble, I wish 
her success. It is Not such a drain upon 
her nervous system to come, out, victo- 
rious in any of her games of chance. 
Cive her victofy throughout life and the 
reposeful,, restful side of her nature, is 
turned toward society. She is. sweet to 
contemplate! If is the womun whose $ym- 
pathies have suffered and struggled over 
a bitter defeat and felt the depression 
of thwarted ambition, who repels the 
outstretched hand of+- humanity. She 
shrinks from friendship with the same 
broken spirit which shirks the responsi- 
bilities of her finer nature and true 
principles. 

Royalty has much to do with the cus- 
toms of its court and nobility. Every- 
body in the kingdom knows that Edward 
VII is not averse to small vices. He 
does not confine himself to virtues, I 
promise you. 

The queen is to the contrary—if being 
absorbed in her grandchildren and the 
numerous changes going on in the recon- 
struction of Windsor castle—are indj- 
cations of her womanly qualifigations. 
She is either a very clever and tactful 
wife in her unmindfulness of the censor- 
fous voice of May Fair or extremely 
callous to. its innuendoes. 

She is also very fond of driving her 
own automobile, which is a most unos- 
tentatious Httle machine and managed 
perfectly by her royal hands. The king 
possesses a most gorgeous one, stamped 
with his coat of arms and every appur- 
tenance to his exalted position. 

I saw Queen Alexandra, who is now 
in London, driving in the park in a 

art victor#a. She was gowned in deep 
black with a deinty chiffen ruffle at her 
throat. She is handsome and well pre- 
served—a trifle stiff, maybe. Her placid 
exterior denotes a contented existence. 
The great secret of happiness, says a 
thilosopher, is not enjoying, but rerounc- 
ing. Another secret, which such natures 
learn sooner or later, is to suffer and be 
silent. 

It requires the proverbial well-oiled dis- 
position of the Englishman not to croak 
and groan over the invasion of their 
country by the commercial kings of 
America . From the present outlook it is 
very possible fhat they will have posses- 
sion of him and everything he owns be- 
fore he musters up nerve to resist them. 
There is no use disguising the fact that 
he is essentially a lazy mortal, and his 
indulgence in club life unfits him for 
commercial achievements. 

The reception given by Ambassador 
Choate to the New York chamber of 
commerce was one of the most lavish 
entertainments that has ever occurred 
at Carlton house. He is a graceful 
host, and is not slow to extend hospital- 
ity to his countrymen. It is a happy 
selection of our government to have a 
man with such a high order of intel- 
lectuality to represent us at the court 
cf St. James. I think his claim‘ to this 
reputation has never been questioned. 
He stood, we all know, with his illus- 
trious father, at the head of the Ameri- 
can bar, among the greatest legal lights 
blazing around the temple of fame. 

Say what you will of royalty, nobility 
and English scions, commend me all the 
same to American brains with all of 
their primitive fertility, as well as splen- 
did culture. The knowledge which they 
gain from their own country is com- 
bined with the benefit of travel. The 
American capitalist is by no means crude 
or provincial. He is crammed with erudi- 
tion and can compete with any scholar of 
this land. 

The Choate home is a gorgeous man- 
sion flanked ft’ the Carlton terrace and 
St. James park. It is furnishéd in a 
simple but elegant style. That which is 
usually overdone in the spacious man- 
sions of America is happily conspicuous 
by its absence. 

On.the night. of the reception given

|} to the New York chamber of commerce, 
a table was set in the banquet hall over- 
looking the sumptuous garden of St. 
James, and the large corridor leading 
thereto was exquisitely decorated with 
many blossoms and potted ferns. Be- 
hind a trellis of: vines’ sat a stringed 
orchestra, which gave forth national airs. 
The street was under the control of a 
special squad of police in order to keep 
the private carriages and hansoms in 
perfect order as they arrived and de- 
parted. 

The ambassador received at the head 
of the stairway and the entrance of each 
guest was announced in a_ stentorian 
voice by a gorgeously liveried page, 
whereupon the. hospitable host grasped 
his visitor by the hand and then present- 
ed him to the president of the New York 
‘hamber of commerce, Mr. Jesup. 

After mingling with the crowd the 
guest gradually descended to the supper 
rcom, where every conceivable luxury 
was to be found. The wine list was per- 
fect. 

The banquet given the next night by 
the London. chamber of commerce to our 
Same illustrious citizens was held at 
Grocer's hall, Princes street. Here, too, 
assembled English lords and millionaires 
to greet their wealthv cousins from 
across the sea. Wine flowed freely 
enough to open the floodgates of patriot- 
ism. Uncle Sam’s health was imbibed by 
cousin Jonathan, wha at the same time 
stuffed this gentleman's ample capacity 
with sugar plums and taffy. The.truth is, 
the American feels his importance now 
on this little island. He hears so much 
of his own pluck an@‘enterprise—his mis- 
sicns and his wonderful prospect for fu- 
ture developments-—-that he strokes his 
bearded chin and strides with equilibrium. 
But I was telling you of the banquet and 
not Uncle Sam's pomposity. 

While these: commercial invaders were 
being wined and dineu they were toasted 
like Bacchus.” Lite#Wé Mr Carnegie an- 
Swered. their cone in words strofiger 
than. his Hody,. P: Morgan. was_re- 
ticent.. His is x. erdersof mind which 
does much Jistenine @nd litde conversing. 
He is not unlike Breg Rabbit, who usual- 
ly scratches his head and “lays low.’ 
Mr. Clement A. Gredcom uttered a few 
commonplace remarks, - which wére fol- 
lowed by other speeches, accompanied: by 
the jingle ‘of wine glasses and patriotic 
enthusiasm. There was a hush and. Mr. 
Choate arose—everybody always expects 
to hear something worth hearing from 
him—and in a few words he covered the 
ground with firm and faithful sentiments. 

The table, to use a trite metaphor, 
groaned under thegweight of roses and 
rich viands. The Americans have no 
reason to complain of the munificence 
and generous entertainment from the city 
of London. 

There is a great deal being said of 
Kaid McLean, who has arrived in this 
country with the ambassador of Morocco 
to offer the sultan’s congratulations to 
Edward VII. The. oriental minister 
brought with him, besides his good in- 
tentions, two wives, whom he placed in 
the upper story of a palatial mansion 
overlooking Hyde park:. These royal la- 
dies are closely. veiled and are under 
the most rigid surveillance. They are 
not allowed even to see or be seen by 
their attendants. The lower part of 
their: windows have thiek damask cur- 
tains and they are ‘not at liberty to 
peep into the sunlit gardens beyond. 
They never see a human face but their 
own reflections in the mirrors, and their 
liege lord's, who T hear makes his visits 
like an angel’s—few and far between. 

Kaid McLeagr, a once’ humbfe Scotch 
soldier, has turned from his stolid faith 
and become: a Mussulman. He is said to 
have more influence in the gultan’s army 
than any: other commander.’ His salary 
is simply enormous. This is.from under- 
standing so many different tongues. He 
is a perfect linguist. 

The ambassador of Morocco—a typical 
Moor and a most polished and agreeable 
person, though he does not speak a word 
of English—brought with him a gorgeous 
sword heavily studded with rare jewel 
which .he presented to the king with a 
felicitous little speech, interpreted by the 
useful Scotchman. There. may be a dip- 
lomatic move behind the generosity of 
the oriental embassy. ‘Tis said that the 
condition of political affairs in. Morocco 
is somewhat complicated. The sultan is 
uneasy gt the encroachments of Frahce 
and desires to strengthen himself by a 
European ally. England’s ownership of 
Gibraltar would cause her to protect her- 
self.at that point and in this way deter 
the maneuvers of other countries. But 
the lives of servitude of these two Moor- 


any political complication. They are 
object lessons for our own free, untram- 
pled existence to contemplate. 

The next exciting eVent in the English 
world of fashion is the Ascot race, which 
promises to be less‘brilliant than usual— 
since the king has prescribed that no 
color shall. be worn. Black gloves, ties, 
and full mourning regulation, among the 
men, and black and white and mauve 
with the women.

HALL BUILDING 


Joint Committee Does Net Favor the 
Proposition. 


WILL DECIDE IT NEXT WEEK 


aaty’ May Want To Put Up a no, - 
000 Building Soon. 


OPPOSITION TO SALE OF LAKEWOOD 


Use of Appropriation for Formwalt 
Street School Brought Into 
Question. 


The council committees on finance and 
public buildings and grounds do not ap- 
pear to view with any degree of tavor 
the proposition from the Atlanta cham- 
ber of commerce that the city take the 
chamber of commerce building and as- 
sume the existing indebtedness upon it, 
amounting to $37,500. 

The matter was brought up fer con- 
sideration before these committees in 
joint session yesterday morning, and sev- 
era] citizens and members of the cham- 


| ‘ber were present to speak in favor of the 


plan. Those who addressed the meet- 
ing were President J. K. Orr, of the 
chamber of commerce; Wylie Pope, one 
of its directors; Hugh T. Inman and Cap- 
tain J. W. English, who appeared only 
as citizens to urge the acceptance of 
the proposition. It was argued that the 
investment would be a valuable one, that 
the property was cheap, and thar ulti- 
mately the city might. build a city hall 
upon the property that would comport 
with the dignity and importance of the 
city. Several side snes of discussion 
were indulged in during the session. 

The proposition from the chamber of 
‘commerce was that the city should take 
the property and assume the indebted- 
ness of $37,500, of which $7,500 is due with- 
in a few months and bears interest at 
8 per cent, whiie $30,000 is in 5 per cent 
bonds, due in about two years more. It 
is said ‘the property originally cost the 
| chamber about $58,000, 

Says Building Is Safe. 

Before entering into a discussion of the 
question, members of the committee said 
they would like to hear from Building 
Inspector Frank Pittman with wu>-gard 
to the condition of the butiding. ‘This 
followed a motion by Councilman Bar- 
reit to accept the proposition of the 
chamber of commerce. 

“The building is absolutely safe for its 
present purposes,” said Mr. Pittman 
when he appeared before the committees. 
“The walls are poorly put together, but 
the materials are good. The brick inside 
the wal's was laid dry—without mortar. 
The foundations are all right and there 
has been no sinking except at one cor- 
where there is a small crack. The 
building is perfectly safe for the purpose 
for which it is now used, but would 
hardly do for a wholesale grocery store.”’ 
After this statement Alderman Day 
seconded the motion of Councilman Bar- 
rett to accept the chamber’s propositon. 

“It is a poor policy,” Mayor Mims said, 
“to buy something that won’t suit our 
purpose simply because it’s cheap. It 
is' not desirable to have a piece of unpro- 
ductive property. Property does not in- 
crease in value to any extent in this sec- 
tion of the city.” Rents are low around 
this building, and some of the buildings 
in this section are unproductive.” 

“I have bought some little property,” 
said Councilman Longino, ‘‘and I have 
always been suspicious when a fellow 
Was anxious to sell. 
of buying this building or the custom 
house either. Some day before long, 
—o oan aves it, we want to put 

y hall, and I believe we 
had better jog along as we are going 
now and wait until we can get the money 
to pay for such a building as we ought 
to have.”’ 

The city is now paying the cham- 
ber of commerce $4,500 a year rental, but 
practically all of the help about the 
building is paid for out of that. The 
Masons pay $1,000 a year for the upper 
floor. It was considered that the city 
would have little advantages in owning 
the buiiding over the present arranec- 
ment, especially as it would have te pay 
8 per cent and 5 per cent on the indebt- 
edness assumed. Councilman Rawson 
declared that the rate of interest was too 
high, especially the 8 per cent on $7,500, 
and that the city’ did not have that 
amount of money to pay off the indebted- 
ness at the present time. 

Councilman Rawson thought some ac- 
tion should be taken at once, so that the 
chamber of commerce might sell the 
building to some one else if -it had an 
opportunity to do so. Other members of 
the committees, however, wanted further 
time for consideration, and it was decided 
to postpone final action until Wednés- 
day, July 10th. 

It was clear from the discussion that 
the two eommittees were not in favor 
of accepting the proposition, and it is\ be- 
lieved it-will be déclined. 

Would Not Sell Lakewood. 


A question was raised before the two 


committees as to whether the city would 
| consent 


to part with its property at 
Lakewood, consisting of about 360 acres. 
The matter came up on a request of the 
mayor for an expression of opinion from 
the committees as to what was being 
done‘with the property and what should 


be done with it. 

It was reported that some party had of- 
fered to pay $35, for the-property, or 
about $100 an acre. .Who made the offer 
The mayor did not know 
and none of the committeemen knew, but 
they did know they did not want the 
property sold. 

“It would be the grandest mistake we 
could make to sell this Lakewood prop- 
erty at any price,’’ declared Councilman 
Barrett. ‘“‘That property will one day be 
to Atlanta what Fairmount park is to 
Philadelphia. It will be the life preserver 
of future generations, and it would be 
robbing them to part with it. 

Other members of the committee took 
the same view, and this question was 
asked: 

“If any member of the committee is in 
favor of selling the Lakewood property 

at any price let’s hear from him.” 

‘Nobody had a word to say and the con- 
clusion was that Lakewood is positively 
not for gale. :

Property Owners Want Kendall 
Street Opened. 


RECORDEZ HEARS THE CASE 


Proceedings in Nature of Civil Suit. 
Recorder Must Say Whether 
Obstructions Are Nuisance. 


It isn’t often that the recorder holds a 
trial in which there is no case entered 
against a defendant, but it happened yes- 
terday morning, when he was called upon 
to say whether or not a house and fence 
erected across a thoroughfare which has 
been known as Kendall street, and which 
is first north of Highland avenue and 
runs from Fortune street to the railroad, 
was a nuisance within the meaning of 
the city ordinance and city charter. 

There are about sixty lots facing on 
Kendall street. In 1880, when that sec- 
tion of the city was not within the limits, 
Mrs. Martha Johnson, it is now contend- 
ed, opened Kendall street. It was forty 
feet wide and was first known’as Man- 
gum street. Several of the lots on the 
street were sold to the Equitable, Loan 
and Security Company. The remainder 
were bought by W. B. Lowe and Charles 
A. Davis. 

A short while ago the company and J. 
E. Carroll, who bought’a lot, obstructed 
the street by the erection of three fences 
and a stable. 

Heirs of W. B. Lowe and Charles Davis 
instituted the proceedings in the record- 
er’s court to have Recorder Broyles de- 
ciare the obstructions nuisances, so that 
the street could be opened.
